‘Upland’s sales rise 
in second quarter 


Taxable sales in Upland 
rose to $7,280,000 during 
April, May and June of this 
year, up 6.4% or $440,000 
over the like period of 1966, 
according to the State Board 
of Equalization, 


That increase was regist- 
ered while San Bernardino 
County as a whole dropped 
from $223,396,00®6to $212, 
268,000 a loss of $1,128, 
000 compared to the second 
quarter of last year. 


San Bernardino was one of 
the 80 % of the counties in 
the state that did register a 
loss compared to the second 
90 days of 1966. 


The sales tax was the 
old four cents on the dollar 
at the time. Because of the 
change, the State Board of 
Equalization said in its 
quarterly summary that it 


will probably be impossible 
to make a comparative com- 


pilation starting with the 
third quarter of 1967, for 
each class of business in 


cities as in the past, 


Upland retail sales showed 
a drop of $116,000 below the

Frank Denny, executive 
officer of Angels of Cali- 
fornia Home Improvement 
Centers, on the eve of the 
1967 world series, denied 
that the California Angels 
baseball organization has at- 
tempted to purchase the gi- 
ant California lumber and 
hardware organization, re- 
portedly the largest in the 
state, in an effort to settle 
the long-standing dispute 
over use of the name Angels. 


The California lumberman 
also denied that his organi- 
zation has settled its dis- 
pute with the Anaheim Angels 
over unauthorized use of the 
name ‘Angels,’ despite per- 
sistent rumors to the con- 
trary. 


In a statement coinciding 
with the opening of the World 
Series, Denny declared: 
‘Angels, Angels of El Monte, 
and Angels of California are 
all registered firm names 
and the property of our com- 
pany. We have not authorized 
the use of our property by 
any other organization.’”’

Waterfowl season 
opens on Saturday 


California’s general 
water fowl season opens Sat- 
urday, Oct. 14, with pros- 


pects equal to or slightly 
better than last year, the 
Department of Fish and 


Game reported today. 

The shooting starts for the 
state’s estimated 150,000 
duck and goose hunters at 
one-half hour before sun- 
rise, and the season contin- 
ues through January 7, 1968. 

The northeastern area and 
the area along the Colorado 
River, with seasons set to 
coincide with the neighboring 
states of Oregon and Ari- 
mona, get an early start on 
Tuesday, October 10. 

The DFG's annual Septem- 
ber waterfowl census of the 
Central Valleys showed a 
slight decrease from a year 
ago, but reports from the 
breeding grounds for the Pa- 
cific Flyway indicate num- 
bers of birds will be equal 
to or higher than the 1966- 
67 season. 

Last year California Wat- 


erfowl hunters bagged an 
estimated 2.6 million ducks 
and 400,000 geese. 


The limit for the general 
season area is six ducks a 
day, six in possession. The 
same limit applies for geese 
provided that each limit must 
contain not less than three 
white geese and not more 
than three of the dark spe- 
cies. Hunters should con 
sult the printed regulations 
for exact geese limits by 
species and area. 


Much of the shooting will 
be on the 14 state and fe- 
deral waterfowl areas and 
the estimated 1,000 private 
clubs in the state. Hunters 
are reminded of deferred
